license plate, which is the primary source of funding for the Commission. Additionally, Sally has been 

involved in several national organizations as both a representative and an advocate of Native American 

Indians.  

 

“I’m honored as a Native and resident of Indiana to be selected by the Governor,” said Tuttle, who will 

serve out the remaining two years of the term held by former Chair. 
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
